ILE D'YEU, FRANCE- 


CAP)—Marshal Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain, the French hero 
of Verdun in World War I, 
died today on this bleak island 
where he had served more 
than five years of a life sen- 
tence for treason in World 
War H. He was 95 years old. 
te But he was'not a prisoner when 
ne died. The French government 
commuted his sentence last month, 
shortly after the parliamentary 
elections, because of the state of 
his health, and he was moved from 
his prison cell to a private man- 
sion here off the southwest coast 
of France. 


Funeral Wednesday 


It was announced that funeral 


services will be held Wednesday in 
~ie church Notre Dame Du Port, 
fit Port Jomville, on this island. 


The aged Marshal succumbed at 


8:20 a.m. (2:30 a m. CST) in the 
island's military hospital. He had 
been in failing health for months 
and since an attack of pneumonia 
in April had suffered several re- 
lapses. 


Two days ago his family and his 


lawyers again were called to his 
bedside. His 75-year-old wife, An- 
\>fe, who had voluntarily shared his 
exile, was with him when he died. 


Ironically, death came to Petain 


only three days after it claimed 
the German commander—former 
Crown Prince Wilhelm—who op- 
posed him at Verdun. Wilhelm died 
Fnday at Hechmgen, Germany. 


Greatest Heroes 


Petain's heroic defense at Ver- 


dun in 1916 had made him one of 
France's greatest military heroes. 
Ifeis immortal battle cry—"They 
Shall Not Pass"—echoed around 
the world. With it he rallied the 
French to * memorable stand in 
one of the great battles of modern 
history. 


But the national hero of World 


War I and elder statesman of the 
between-war years became a trait- 
'or in the eyes of many Fienchmen 
after Hitler invaded France in 
1940. 
t. 
Surrendered to Nazi* 


"Summoned at the age of 84 to 
the helm of a France recoiling be- 
fore the onrushmg Nazi armies, it 
was his lot to surrender his coun- 
try to the victorious Germans 
Then he became chief of state of 
a semi-puppet government set up 
in Vichy. 


After the liberation of France, 


Petain faced trial in the summer 
of 1945. 
£ The high court of justice found 
Petain guilty of intelligence with 
the German enemy and pronounced 
a death sentence. But the court 
expressed hope the sentence would 
not be executed. 


Sentence Commuted 


During his last years, his law- 


yers worked m Pans to have him 
freed, but most of the Fourth Re- 
public's officials did not care to 
handle the delicate Petain case. 
* Owing to the Marshal's failing 
health, President Vincent Auriol 
commuted his sentence on June 17 
to permanent confinement in a 
military hospital.

Gen. L. C. Craigie and 
Rear Adm. Arleigh Burke. 


They talked with the supreme 


allied commander Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday. 


The decisions made in Tokyo 


probably will remain secret until 
the ninth meeting of negotiators 
in a Kaesong schoolhouse Wednes- 
day. 


Will It End? 


The Korean war 
will be 13 


months old Wednesday. Whether 
it will end soon or flare up anew 
in bloody fighting hinges on settle- 
ment of one vital question: Shall 
the question of withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from Korea be 
placed on the cease-fire agenda? 


The Reds have insisted that the 


question be debated in full-scale 
armistice talks, to start when the 
list of topics for discussion has 
been adopted.

Western defense planning, came 
into existence after a colorful 
ceremony presided over by Eisen- 
hower and Vincent Aunol, presi- 
dent of France. 


Generals, enlisted men and em- 


ployes of the 12 pact nations clus- 
tered in front of the headquarters 
to witness the official handover of 
the site to Eisenhower by the 
president. 


"It 13 our prayer," said Eisen- 


hower, "that with high courage 
and with the support of our people 
and the grace of God, we shall not 
fail in striving to lift the fear of 
cellblocks and slave camps." 


Eisenhower said the Western 


allies were striving to establish a 
"Pax 
Atlantica" which would

today and was expected to spend itself between the massive dikes lin- 
ing the big nver.

A few spots still are in danger, 


but the army engineers are confi- 
dent nearly all of the mnjor levees 
downstream from St. Louis will 
hold. 


Nine hundred workers, includirfr 


500 airmen from nearby Scott Air 
Force Base, 111., were toiling on 
levees reported In critical condi- 
tion 60 miles south of here 
Perry County, Mo. A bieak 
would flood 23,500 acres of nch 
farmland. 


Seven hundred men labored i» 


an emergency reinforcement of UK- 
Chouteau island Icvcc just north 
of St. Louis on the Illinois side 
where several thousand acres of 
farmland was in peril. 


Except for the immediate river- 


front section, St. Louis is on hiph 
ground out, of reach of the flood. 


Thirty-six miles of huge earthen 
barriers protecting the heavily 
populated area across from St. 
Louis in Illinois were pronounced 
in good condition. They arc being 
patrolled around the clock. 


The peak of the flood rolled by 


St. Louis early yesterday when 
the river went to its highest stage 
in 107 years. The top mark was 
40 28 feet, just .02 of a foot higher 
than the 1947 overflow The high 
marks of both floods were record- 
ed officially by the government 
weather bureau at 403 or to the 
nearest tenth. 


The loss at St. Louis has been 


estimated at $4.000,000—less than 
half that of ih? flood four years 
ago when industries in the vulner- 
able arta had less warning.

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


President Truman today told 
congress it probably will be 
necessary to strengthen the 
armed forces beyond the pres- 
ent goal of 3,500,000 men, re- 
gardless of peace prospects in 
Korea. 


He called for "full speed 


ahead" on the military build- 
up, with no yielding to those 
who would discard the anti- 
inflation control system "or 
shoot it full of holes." 


The message' was Mr. Tru- 


man's midyear economic re- 
port. It went to congress 
along with a 255-page eco- 
nomic review prepared by his- 
council of economic advisers. 


Mr. Truman 8et his sights on a 


$30,000,000,000 increase in the an- 
nual military spending rate in the 
year ahead. 


More Worker*, More Output 
This, he said, will require up to 


2,000,000 more workers, a five per 
cent boost in national output de- 
spite cuts in civilian goods, plus 
stiff taxes and controls to offset 
a widening "Inflationary gap." 


At this moment, he disclosed, 


"we are reviewing our immediate 
goals for military strength, and 
it is quite possible we shall have 
to raise them in several import- 
ant respects." 


The president called the 3,500,- 


000-man strength of the armed 
forces, now almost reached, an 
"interim goal" which may lw> in- 
adequate against the worldwide 
threat of Soviet "blackmail" and 
aggression.

15 large" second generation of 
com borers has been predicted for 
Illinois fields by the Illinois Nat- 
ural History Survey. 


The second generation borers, 


now developing will thrive if they 
meet favorable conditions during 
the next month, the entomologists 
predicted. 


The University of Illinois and 


the History Survey issued this 
lAnth weekly report on the Euro- 
pean corn borer: 


"We are still between genera- 


tions in the northern half of the 
state, but we are moving into the 
second generation in the south. 
In Southern Illinois, many pupae 
are present in early sweet corn 
and a few moths have emerged. 
Pupation has started in field corn. 


"In Northern Illinois a few eggs 


are still being laid in and around 
Swk county, but elsewhere egg 
laying is over. No pupae have 
appeared in field com in Central 
Illinois. 


"In general, the infestation in 


early field corn is light but is 
somewhat higher than we might 
have expected from the very light 
moth -flight. If conditions during 
the next month are favorable we. 
may expect a fair to large gen- 
eration in late corn. 
l^'Corn earworms are maturing 
in larger numbers than expected 
In early market corn and may 
cause trouble in late sweet corn 
next month."

Are Interlocking Directorates 
Bad--0r Good--For Business? 


By SA.M DAWSON 


NEW YORK—(AP)—The ques- 


tion whether a clique of insiders 
runs the big business of this coun- 
try through interlocking director- 
ates' is up again in congress. 


Tied with it is the question whe- 


ther a corporation should be run 
by a board of directors made up 
exclusively, of its own executives. 
Some contend it's better to have 
the board heavily weighted with 
"outside" directors 
from 
other 


corporations and financial institu- 
tions to keep an eye on how the 
affairs of the company are being 
run by management.

We Learn the Hard Way: 
Never Trust a Communist

The crisis which interrupted the Korean truce talks indi- 


cates that we Americans are still slow to grasp the workings 
of the Communist mind. 


The postwar years should have taught us that with the 


Reds you can take nothing for granted. You must assume 
they will take advantage of every loophole, for both strate- 
gic and propaganda purposes. You must anticipate them 
by spelling out arrangements to the last detail. 
• 
• • 


This we did not do at Kaesong. In our eagerness to as- 


Bure that cease-fire negotiations were well launched, to let 
no minor difficulty stand in the way, we leaned over back- 
wards to accommodate our Communist opponents. 


Among Communists, such behavior does not inspire re- 


ciprocal good faith. It is taken as an invitation to abuse. 


We assumed at the start that Kaesong would be treated 


as neutral territory, though we knew Red soldiers were dug 
in close to the city, 
first error. 


That too-ready assumption was our 


When the first United Nations helicopter set down at 


Kaesong, it was instantly apparent the area was occupied by 
armed Communist troops moved in from the north. A quick 
look about established that the entire atmosphere was de- 
signed to convey the impression that we came to the talks 
as defeated forces seeking surrender. 


Our advance mission, distracted by the commendable de- 


sire to get the talks going for certain, failed to realize the 
harm in this situation. The moment they saw the first Com- 
munist gun, they should have declared there could be no talks 
unless absolutely equal status prevailed among the negotia- 
tors in a neutral setting free of arms. 


Without prompt satisfaction 'on this point, they should 


have piled into their helicopter and spun back to their UN 
base at Munsan. That is language the Reds understand. 


Eventually, we had to take that kind of a stand. But 


meantime the Communists gained substantial propaganda 
value from their domination of the truce-talk scene. And 
we allowed ourselves to be pushed to the point of humilia- 
tion by Red refusal to pass a group of UN newsmen travel- 
ing in convoy toward Kaesong. 


Some analysts blame the press for the ensuing break- 


down of negotiations. They say the reporters' uprising over 
being barred was an unwise and unfair intrusion into a situa- 
tion otherwise proceeding hopefully. 


But the real issue was equal status on neutral ground— 


nothing else. The correspondents' troubles merely illustrated 
the extent to which the Reds controlled the Kaesong scene. 


What was most important was not that they were 


stopped—though we had every reason to want them in Kae- 
song. What mattered above all was'that the Communists 
were in position to exercise interference, and did exercise it. 


We should never have allowed matters to reach that 


stage. But since they did, General Ridgway's firm corrective 
demands were wholly in order. Belated as they were, we may 
perhaps have achieved some propaganda come-back from 
the fact that the Communists bowed to them almost un- 
reservedly.

There Is perhaps no better way 


to discuss Parkinson's disease 
briefly than to try to answer Mrs. 
W. D. K.'s questions. She says: 
"What causes it? 
Is there a 


cure? How doea it effect some- 
one? What are the first symp- 
toms?" 


This is a chronic disease of the 


nervous system which is also 
called shaking palsy' or paralysis 
agitana. The seat of the difficulty 
is in a small area of the brain, 
but in most cases the exact cause 
Is poorly understood. 


It seems usually to be connected 


with the aging process, possibly 
hardening of the arteries, and is 
more common in men than wom- 
en. 
However, there Is another 


form which reseults from enceph- 
alitis or inflammation of the 
brain, and this tends to occur 
about as often in women as in 
men and at earlier ages. 


It is not accurate to speak of a 


cure 
for 
Parkinson's 
disease 


though there are several druga 
which often greatly relieve the 
symptoms. 
Mrs. G. asked for 


their names and whether they 
could be obtained in any drug- 
store or only by prescription. 


They are potent substances and 


too much can be harmful; they 
should not be taken except on 
prescription. Surgery of various 
kinds has also been tried and may 
yet lead to cure, but for-the 


present these methods should be 
considered'as still in the experi- 
mental or trial stage.' 
' 


Mrs. K.'s final two questions 


can be discussed together. The 
usual first sign of Parkinson's 
disease is a shaking or trembling 
of one hand which is present 
when the hand is at rest and dis- 
appears when it is put into mo- 
tion. The hand often feels a lit- 
tle stiff and its muscular strength 
is lessened. There Is no pain 
and the symptoms get worse only 
very slowly. 


Thinking Not Harmed 


Although the source of 
the 


trouble is in the brain the think- 
ing processes are not harmed and 
even after years about the only 
thing which happens is some slow- 
ing of the mental reactions. 


Many people who have devel- 


oped this nervous condition have 
been able to live with it without 
too much difficulty. 
True, they 


should avoid fatigue and too 
strenuous physical activity, but 
with proper care they are gener- 
ally able to continue their occu- 
pations or hobbies for a long, 
long time.

Settling a Melding Dispute

"I wished to make an initial 


meld of • 90 points," writes a 
Canasta fan of Meriden, Conn,, 
"and I took a joker and one ace 
from the top of the pack. The 
other players said that this was 
against the rules of the game. 


"I pointed out that my meld 


totalled 90 points, but they said 
that my count didn't matter. They 
said that I still needed a natural 
pair of aces to pick up that ace. 
Is this true? If so, what is the 
reason for having such a rule?" 


The other players were quite 


right When you are trying to 
take the discard pile for your ini- 
tial meld you must put down a 
natural pair that matches the pre- 
vious player's discard. You are 
allowed to take the discard pile 
with one matching card and one 
wild card only If the initial meld 
has already been made by your 
side at a previous .turn to play. 
' This question la sometimes ask- 
ed in a different form. For ex- 
ample, a player puts down a joker 
and four kings to make her count 
of 90 points. Then she tries to take 
the discarded ace with a single 
ace and a deuce—on the same 
turn. This play is just as illegal as 
the one described above. No mat- 
ter what you meld, you always 
need a natural pair to take the 
discard pile for your initial meld. 


This rule protects all the players 


in the early part of a hand. It 
protects you just as much as it 
protects the enemy. 


Suppose the opponents have not 


yet melded and that it is your 
turn to discard. You are safe as 
long as the player at your left 
does not have a pair to match your 
) discard. Without that pair ht can- 


not pick up the pile. If you are 
a skillful player, or a good guesser, 
you can keep making safe discards 
because you can usually tell which 
denominations the opponent is un- 
likely to have a pair of. 


That sort of* skill would be 1m- 


poWble if the next player could 
pick up your discard with just one 
matching card and a wild card. 
If you stayed out of trouble, it 
would be more by good luck than 
by good management. Likewise, 
if you picked up the discard pile, 
it would be only because the op- 
ponent had made an unfortunate 
guess. The first pile would tend 
to be picked up very early in 
every hand, and much of the thrill 
would go out of the game with 
the disappearance of the hard- 
fought hands in which the discard 
pile grows and grows.

tremely blameworthy in not standing, up to dis-" 
close themselves as the real authors. 


Foley has written me that there was no reason for him to add 


"to Secretary Margenthau's full account of how the bill was devel- 
oped." Therein Foley, for his excuse, relies on an implied He of 
his own. He knows and the record shows that Morgenthau did not 
tell the truth. On the contrary, he concealed it. He squirmed and 
evaded and, though he did not tell outright lies, his performance in 
the presence of a senatorial committee inquiring in good faith the 
origin of this calamitous law was deceitful. His intent is obvious 
in the record. Morgenthau, Foley and Cox all knew what Senator 
Jotyison wanted to know. They knew they had the information which 
the senate desired. 
But they withheld information which might 


have caused the congress to withhold the fateful powers conferred 
on Roosevelt, StettiniUs, Harnman, Hopkins and the heedless syco- 
phants of the White House circle to build up a terrible industrial 
potential for war in the predatory Russian empire. 


The senators thought Morgen- 


thau was a' trutftful man. There- 
fore they did not put him under 
oath. Foley personally admitted 
to me that he and Cox and Mor- 
genthau 
conspired to prevent 


congress and the people of the 
United States from learning that 
[end-lease originated "downtown," 
in the Roosevelt circle, and' not 
'on the hill," meaning in con- 
gress. With a gesture, Foley in- 
dicated an office in a corner of 
the treasury building and said he 
and Cox secretly whipped this 
thing together in a long, continu- 
ous secret session. 


In January, 1950, the New 


York Herald Tribune published a 
letter with the name "Oscar Cox" 
appended, praising Dean Acheson 
for his "act of greatness" in re- 
affirming his loyalty to the trai- 
tor, Alger Hiss, after Hiss was 
convicted of perjury in denying 
complicity in a Communist ring 
of espionage. 


A cluster of men have written, 


most of them proudly, of their 
terrible conduct in forcing on Rus- 
sia the industrial strength which 
has enabled her to paralyze inter- 
nal functions of the United States 
within five years after the end of 
World War II by forcing us into 
another season of war economy.

Pleas of dumb innocence offered 
on, behalf of men who were bril- 
liant in so many other manifesta- 
tions insult the honor of decent 
citizens who never had the faint- 
est doubt of Soviet Russia's hos- 
tility. 


Vivien Kellems was not de-

Don't Expect Your Child to Tell 


You Everything.

Grace Bennett prided herself on being her daughter's "confidant." 


When her friends commented on the closeness of their relationship, she 
would say happily, "Oh, yes, Dottle tells me everything she does. We 
are more like sisters than a mother and daughter."

him to buy her a soda. Two days later she went to a movie with him. 


She did not suggest introducing him to her mother because it 


would have meant .explaining the drugstoie episode. It would have 
meant emotional reproaches from the paient who liked to think she 
was informed of her child's every thought and act. 


So Dot kept her dates with the young man a secret. The more she 


saw of him, the more impossible it became to tell her mother about 
him. As she loved her mother, lying to her made Dot feel wicked and 
guilty. One night, when Mrs. Bennett was boasting to some guests 
about Dot's devotion to her, Dot knew she couldn't stand lying any 
more. She left home the next day and wired her mother that she had 
married the young man. . 


She got her divorce on her 20th birthday. 
It is very foolish indeed for us to boast about ''knowing every- 


thing" our children do. When they do something that we don't know 
about, they don't have the courage to disillusion us. So 'they keep 
quiet about what they have done. 


The mother who announces complacently that she is her son's 


"best girl" is apt to be the last person to learn that he has acquired 
a real one,

Over-anxiety for children's confidence makes us too emotional to 


be entrusted with the news that they'have made a mistake or gotten 
into trouble. 
In trouble, children want help—not tearful reproaches 


for failing to tell us they intended to get into it.

It is very pleasant to be close to the people we love. If we are, we 


shouldn't feel any need to brag about it. \Ve should feel no need to 
be informed of everything they think and do. 


A wise man who was also a' psychiatrist once said to me: "A grow- 


ing human relationship, like other growing things, is subject to seasons 
of withdrawal and return. No matter how much we love or are loved, 
we should always be prepared for ebbs as well as flows of 'closeness' 
between us and the people we love." 


Parents of adolescent children should write that on their black- 


boards five hundred tunes. 


Remembering it, Dinah's mother will not make a nuisance of her- 


self when her daughter develops a sudden reserve about her affairs. 
As she knows that roots are busiest in seasons when no leaves are 
seen, she will not pry and dig at Dinah for information.

Minister Mossadegh of Iran today 
made a frank bid for American 
men and vessels to keep Iranian 
oil flowing westward if angry 
Britons now there refuse to work 
under the nationalization program. 


The'fiery Middle Eastern states- 


man, ' whose move' to nationalize 
Iran's British-operated oil- fields 
has alarmed the Western world, 
made his proposal in a copyrighted 
interview conducted by radiotele- 
graph with the magazine "U.S. 
News and World Report." 


In addition to his appeal for 


technicians and tankers, Mossa- 
degh made it clear he also looks 
io the U.S. for other economic aid 
to strengthen his nation.

Forrest P. Sherman, 
U.S. chief of naval,operations, lay 
aboard an American navy ship in 
the bay of Naples today. The 54- 
year-old admiral died in his hotel 
here yesterday after suffering two" 
heart attacks. 


Sherman, boss of the U.S. navy 


since 1949, had just, completed a 
tour of Europe's Atlantic Pact de- 
fense area. He had also made a 
visit to Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco during which he was be- 
lieved to have reached a tentative 
agreement for American use of 
Spanish naval and air bases. 


"Loss Is Great!' 


A message from President Tru- 


man said the "country's loss is 
great" and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson hailed the 'naval 
member of the joint chiefs of staff 
as "a statesman who'saw beyond 
the military problems to the objec- 
tives of national policy." 


Mrs. Sherman, who was at her 


husband's bedside when he died, 
left last night for the United 
States by special plane. 


The admiral's body was placed 


aboard the U.S.S. Mt Olympus. It 
is expected to be flown home 
shortly for burial.

Smathers said he plans to offer
